Farher tests, at '^aorgetsvea Hniv Hospital this 
fall, located several blockages in the left thigh that.,, ere subject to stirgical correction. 
The first opoiation gave no a plastic aa'tery from groin i^o tlie knee, was 

suficcssful but tiv-; daj'' 1 was uxscharged blood clots broke loose and I 'nad to return to 
il» hospital inL'riodiately for further surgery. The clots down to the foot could be and 
were removed but taose below the ankle weie inac assible. They give ns a rougli tirao now 
as I hoTJS tliat nature and medication will dindnish their effects. The ^orf^twon specialist, 
Br, Charles Ikidnagal, who was the consultant on Hixon's sur^ry, is taiidng about further 
artcidai testing and further sur-'^iy but my local doctor and I am not inclirisd to go tiiat 
way nov;, absent an ur,;ent need. I see Hufnagel again this ccxrduvi Wednesday. I go back to 
the hospital for checkine firtni^^tly. The iocrJ, doctor and I tlriri: tliat a najor part of 
the present difficulties can be attributed to the venoiis problens. In the past I’ve been 
bblo to relieve then by exercise and dijigent walkinc, which esftarged tie rninor vessels 
and peimtted better circui-ntion. Until yesterdas', however, I was able to walk only 
about 150 BEfe steps without having to stop because of pain. The :^t few days I can walk 
tv.dce that rnch, so I’m somewlteat encouraged. I can t sleep continuous, I am awakened 
every 30 minutes or so, walk arouiid a bit and can generally get right back to sleep.
